“Old Hickory’’ thought it would 
square accounts with that body to 
have the ‘‘Red Fox’’ preside over 
it.

So when his party prepared to 
hold its first convention in Balti- 
more in 1832, Jackson wrote out 
this resolution which he gave to 
one of his lieutenants to present to 
the delegates: 


‘Resolved, That each State shall 
be entitled, in the nomination of a 
candidate for the Vice-Presidency, 
to a number of votes equal to the 
number to which they will be en- 
titled in the Electoral College un- 
der the new apportionment in vot- 
ing for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent; and that two-thirds of the 
whole number of the votes in the 
convention shall be necessary to 
constitute a choice.’ 


The Baltimore convention was 
as completely dominated by Jack- 
son as the recent Philadelphia 
meeting was controlled by Roose- 
velt so the delegates obediently 
adopted the resolution. During 
Jackson's lifetime several efforts 
were made to abolish the rule but 
all of them failed. After his death 
it became all but sacred and for
